Living streams of human beings 
are, flowing into Tanking to wrench the 
country if possible from the grasp of France. 
Tons and tons of metallic missiles are being 
directed to the same quarter, and every- 
thing in the neighbouring provinces of 
Yunnan, Kwang-si, Kuei-chou and Kuang- 
tung bespenks a desperation little dreamt 
of two years ago, China means war to the 
bitter end, rather than an unpopular peace 
with on indomnity attached to it. 

Theard yestorday that over one hundred 
foreigners have boon, engaged to serve in 
the Chinese floot. Two of them are said to 
have changed their costume, and are other- 
wise reckoned as Chinese subjects by their 
employers. :
